In  a policy  statement  issued  by 
the  Mormon  Church  Wednesday, 
it  was  stated  that  if  BYU  was  to 
be  determined  racist  because  of  a 
shortage  of  American  Negroes, 
other  WAC  schools  could  also  be 
guilty  of  the  same  charge  by 
virtue  of  the  fact  there  are  no 
American  Indians  at  their  schools. 

After  exhausting  searches,  it  has 
been  determined  that  there  is  no 
organized  element  planning  any 
demonstration  for  the  game. 

Garrett  said  the  red  armbands 
were  symbolic  of  the  lack  of 
American  Indians  enrolled  at  San 
Jose  State  and  other  universities 
in  the  area. 

Use  of  black  armbands  has  been 
the  principle  identifying  feature 
of  demonstrations  protesting 
raciarpolicies  at  BYU. 

A BYU  faculty  representative  to 
a WAC  meeting  in  Denver,  Dean 
Milton  Hartvigsen,  issued  a 
statement  saying  there  are  279 
American  Indian  students  on  the 
BYU  campus. 

“Should  some  of  the  other 
schools  in  the  WAC  be  branded  as 
racists  because  they  have  almost 
no  Indians  in  their  student 
bodies?”  he  asked.

Cougar  Drive  Propels  Hew  Center 


Work  is  still  continuing  on  the 
building  fund  drive  for  BYU’s  new 
Activities  Center. 

This  is  the  word  from  Dr. 
DaCosta  Clark,  chairman  of  the 
fund  t!  rive. 

“We  are  still  approaching  people 
to  contribute  to  the  Center,”  he 
said.  “We  won’t  stop  until  the 
building  is  paid  off,  just  as  the 
football  stadium  which  was  just 
paid  off  after  three  years.” 

The  Activities  Center  received  a 
big  boost  from  the  student  body 


recently  when  a check  for  $2,600 
was  presented  to  the  drive 
officials. 

Members  of  the  ASBYU 
Athletics  and  Social  Offices  on 
campus  raised  the  money  during 
the  “Cougar  Days”  festivities.  The 
proceeds  were  from  the  benefit 
concert  and  sale  of  “Go  Blue” 
buttons. 

“We  had  more  than  200  people 
involved  in  these  two  activities,” 
said  Brent  Hall,  chairman  of  the 
event,  “and  we  got  an  excellent 
response  from  the  students.”

by  volcanic  action,  we  can  learn 
little  more  than  we  know  on 
earth.” 

According  to  Dr.  Hibbs,  more 
moon  knowledge  will  be  brought 
back  Apollo  12,  as  the  astronauts

will  have  more  time  on  the 
moon’s  surface  and  will  document 
findings  more  carefully  than 
Apollo  1 l’s  astronauts. 

“By  study  of  other  planets,  we 
may  get  more  knowledge  and 


perhaps  find  another  form  of 
life,”  Dr.  Hibbs  stated,  referring 
to  the  exploration  of  other 
planets  in  the  solar  system. 

He  explained  that  exploration 
of  Mars  is  the  most  important 
now,  as  Mars  is  considered  the 
most  likely  planet  to  have  some 
form  of  life.  However,  the  Mariner 
flights  have  revealed  that  there 
probably  is  no  life  there. 
“Nevertheless,  we  will  look,”  Dr. 
Hibbs  emphasized.  “In  1973,  we 
will  land  in  one  of  Mars’  dark 
areas,  gather  dirt  for  cultures  and 
see  what  happens  with  it.” 

Talking  of  the  U.S.’s  relations 
with  Russia  in  the  space  race,  Dr. 
Hibbs  informed  the  audience  that 
although  we  had  won  the  race  to 
the  moon,  we  may  now  be  in  a 
race  to  see  who  can  build  the 
biggest  and  best  space  stations. 

He  added,  “The  Russians  have 
always  been  good  science  fiction 
writers  even  in  the  good  old  days 
before  space  findings  started 
destroying  science  fiction 
legends.” 

Dr.  Hibbs  quoted  President 
Nixon’s  statement  that  space 
exploration  in  the  1960’s  was 
competition;  maybe  in  the  1970’s 
we  can  work  in  co-operation  with 
Russia. 


The  money  will  be  added  to 
other  contributions  and  pledges 
presently  in  the  fund.  The  total 
amount  exceeds  $700,000, 
according  to  Dr.  Clark. 

He  further  stated  that  the 
committee  charged  with  raising 
the  money  hopes  to  reach  the  goal 
of  $1  million  by  January  1970. 

“We  appreciate  very  much,  and 
are  grateful  for  the  contributions 
and  the  publicity  that  came  with 
the  Cougar  Days,”  said  Dr.  Clark. 
“It’s  typical  of  the  kind  of 
support  we  can  always  expect 
from  the  students.” 

The  fund  drive  chairman 
mentioned  that  his  group  is  now 
specifically  looking  for  people  to 
sponsor  special  areas  of  the  new 
sports  complex,  such  as  the 
Cougar  Room,  Coach’s  Room  and 
the  sound  system. 

He  said  that  more  events  are 
being  planned  in  order  to  raise  the 
$1.4  million  needed  for  the 
Center. 

The  22,000  seat  combination 
sports-activities  facility  is  to  be 
completed  by  1971.  Bids  should 
be  taken  soon  so  that  the  ground 
breaking  can  begin.

Canadian  federal  government  departments,  agencies  and  crown 
corporations  will  spend  about  $148  million  on  information  services  in 
the  current  fiscal  year,  a rise  of  about  40  per  cent.

The  body  of 
Patrick  Dolan,  18,  was  found  Wednesday.

JERUSALEM  (AP)  - Egypt  and  Israel  battled  across  the  Suez  Canal 
Wednesday  and  Cairo’s  semi-official  newspaper  said  the  Unitted  States 
has  come  forth  with  a new  Middle  East  peace  formula.

SAIGON  (AP)  — South  Vietnamese  infantrymen,  going  it  alone  on 
the  ground  but  supported  by  American  planes  and  artillery,  have 
clashed  with  two  veteran  North  Vietnamese  units  in  their  biggest  fight 
in  four  months.

CAPE  KENNEDY,  Fla.  (AP)  — The  space  agency  Wednesday  gave  the 
go-ahead  for  the  Apollo  12  astronauts  to  televise  their  moonwalk  in 
living  color,  after  the  camera  successfully  beamed  clear  pictures  from 
the  launch  pad  to  Mission  Control  in  Texas.

BOSTON  (AP)  - Rescuers  crissed-crossed  a stormy  Atlantic  Ocean 
area  Wednesday  in  search  of  a tanker  and  a yacht  reported  sinking  with 
a total  of  43  persons  aboard.

CAMBRIDGE,  Mass.  (AP)  — Three  hundred  antiwar  pickets  were 
driven  away  from  a Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  research 
laboratory  Wednesday  by  an  almost  equal  number  of  police.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The  Senate  Commerce  Committee 
Wednesday  approved  a bill  that  would  outlaw  cigarette  advertising  on 
radio  and  television  after  Jan.  1,  1971.

LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  — Black  Student  Union  members  at  Utah  State 
University  have  declined  to  verify  a published  report  that  they  aare 
planning  a protest  against  BYU. 

The  campus  newspaper  Student  Life  reported  Monday  that  the  group 
was  considering  a racial  protest  when  BYU  visits  Logan  for  a football 
game  Nov.  15. 

A member  of  the  Black  Student  Union’s  Council  of  Affairs,  Roietta 
Goodwin,  said  a statement  on  activities  planned  for  the  BYU-Utah 
State  football  game  would  be  released  later.

SALJ  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - A state  official  says  sex  education  is  an 
issue  upon  which  Utahns  can’t  afford  to  “hide  our  heads  in  the  sand 
like  an  ostrich.  We  did  that  on  drugs  and  look  what  it  got  us. 

“We  must  recognize  that  children  do  have  problems  concerning  sex,” 
said  Robert  L.  Leake,  health  specialist  for  the  Board  of  Education.

MAESER,  Utah  (AP)  — S.  Harold  McKee  was  elected  mayor  Tuesday 
by  a better  than  five  to  one  margin,  but  the  victory  was  a bit  empty. 

Residents  of  the  tiny  northeastern  Utah  community  also  voted,  by  a 
28-20  margin,  to  disincorporate  the  town  and  turn  its  assets  over  to  the 
Maeser  Water  Improvement  District.

“There  are  a lot  of  students  who 
are  not  being  responsible,”  he 
said,  “but  it’s  not  the  people  who 
are  attending  here  and  speaking, 
it’s  the  people  who  have  their 
ideas  and  are  not  saying  them.” 

Should  we  be  pacifists? 

Sherman  Beutler,  a graduate 
student  in  political  science  from 
Richfield,  read  a statement  he  had 
written  about  the  pacifism  in 
Czechoslovakia.  “This  pacifism,” 
he  said,  “is  incomprehensible  to 
many  Western  minds.  The 
Westerner  is  so  used  to  meetilig 
aggression  with  counter-aggression 
that  the  refusal  to  counter  the 
aggression  appears  to  him 
studipd  ...”  but  that  “there  is 
nothing  like  counter-aggression  to 
spark  further  aggression.” 

He  implied  that  it  may  be  better 
to  counter  with  non-violence  and 
said  that  “physical  freedom  isn’t 
everything.”  He  said  that  Czech 
movement  has  retained  its  leaders 
and  when  democracy  returns  the 
leaders  will  be  10  times  stronger. 

Hathaway’s  editorial  may  have 
sparked  participation  by  those 
whose  views  were  not  previously 
represented.  Jim  McConkie,  a 
senior  in  political  science  from 
Provo,  rebutted  Beutler’s 
statement  on  freedom.  “If  we 
think,  then  we  certainly  have  to 
express  the  thought  . . . , so  we 


need  to  have  the  ability  to  act. 
Freedom  involves  these  two 
things,”  he  concluded. 

“I  think  we’re  obligated  to 
create  situations  in  the  world  so 
that  they  have  the  right  to  think 
and  the  right  to  act.  Certainly  in 
Vietnam  we  must  sue  for  peace, 
but  we  can’t  withdraw  all  at  once, 
either.”  He  said,  “we  have  to  sue 
for  peace  and  make  sure  the 
enemy  understands  that  that’s  our 
true  intention  ...”  Beutler  asked 
McConkie  what  he  thought  of 
pacifism.  McConkie  said  he  agreed 
with  most  of  what  Beutler  said 
but  that  “sometimes  pacifism 
takes  so  long.” 

Does  no  statement  mean 
endorsement? 

Greg  Reeder,  a freshman  in 
drama  from  Blue  Jay,  Calif., 
reasoned  that  “if  this  war  in 
Vietnam  is  such  an  evil  thing  that 
we  shouldn’t  be  there,  then  I 
think  David  O.  McKay  would 
command  the  elders  of  the 
Church  not  to  fight  in  Vietnam.”

University  Supreme  Court 
Presides  Over  Disputes 

“We  want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  studentbody  the  purpose  of 
the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  and  how  each  student  can  utilize  its 
presence,”  said  Nick  Horn,  ASBYU  Attorney  general. 

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  has  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  dealing 
with  the  ASBYU  Constitution  and  the  disputes  which  could  arise 
through  interpretation  of  this  contstitution. 

If  a student  feels  that  his  rights  have  been  violated  under  the 
constitution  or  seeks  to  have  a point  clairified  or  interpreted,  then  he 
should  contact  Nick  Horn,  ASBYU  Attorney  General.  He  could  also 
contact  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Steve  Gulbrandsen  in  the 
ASBYU  President’s  Office  for  an  appointment. 

The  appeal  is  then  considered  by  the  Supreme  Court  which  is 
comprised  of  a chief  justice  and  four  associate  justices.  They  have  an 
option,  just  as  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  the  option,  to  either  hear 
the  appeal  or  refuse  to  hear  it. 

Members  of  the  Supreme  Court  include  Steve  Gulbrandsen,  Chief 
Justice,  and  justices  Terry  Kemp,  Nathan  Coulter,  Gary  Pittard,  and 
Steve  Beisinger. 

If  the  justices  decide  to  hear  the  appeal,  a time  will  be  designated  and 
both  sides  will  prepare  a case  and  present  it  to  the  court.  After  this 
procedure,  the  five  judges  will  render  their  decision  based  on  the 
constitution  and  the  evidence  presented. 

“It  is  very  important  that  the  students  understand  the  procedures  and 
possibilities  that  are  theirs  to  use  the  court,”  says  Horn.

But  that  is  where  the 
comparison  ends! 

Denise  Long  is  also  the  world’s 
best  woman  basketball  player.  Her 
jump-shot-learned  and  perfected 
after  hours  of  practice  on  a 
cement  court  in  hometown 
Whitten,  Iowa -earned  her  a near 
70-point  per  game  average  in 
womens  high  school  play.

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TV  Satellite  Broadcasting  On  Increase,  Claims  Dr.  Bradley  ^ 


Television  viewers  in  the  United 
States  could  see  most  of  their 
network  programs  broadcast  via  a 
domestic  satellite  system  within 
the  next  five  years,  according  to  a 
BYU  professor. 

At  present  all  network 
television  programming  is 
transmitted  across  the  nation  by 


coaxial  cable  or  microwave  links. 
But  Dr.  Rulon  L.  Bradley, 
professor  of  communications, 
says,  “Economic  pressures  and 
engineeririg  capabilities  will 
gradually  force  political  prejudices 
into  the  background.” 

He  explained  there  is  some 
opposition  to  the  satellite  system 


in  favor  of  the  current 
installations. 

“However,  such  rapid  progress 
is  being  made  in  electronic 
engineering  that  will  only  be  a 
matter  of  time  until  satellite 
network  transmission  will  be  a 
reality.” 

Dr.  Bradley  is  currently 
studying  the  future  potential  of 
communications  satellites  under  a 
BYU  research  grant.  This  past 
summer,  he  visited  major  space 
communications  centers  and 
officials  in  the  Eastern  states  to 
get  “up  to  date”  on  the  situation. 

According  to  Dr.  Bradley 
transmitting  power  is  now  the 
major  limiting  factor  in 
communications  satellites.  The 
trend  will  be  to  higher  power 
transmitting  satellites  which  will 
reduce  the  cost  of  building  and 


operating  numerous  ground 
receiving  stations. 

The  battery  powered  systems 
are  heavy  and  battery  technology 
has  not  shown  any  sensational 
improvements  since  satellites  were 
first  launched.  Most 
communications  satellites  now 
run  on  solar  cells  when  the  sun 
shines  on  them  and  on  battery 
power  when  eclipsed  from  the 
sun’s  rays.  Batteries  provide  less 
than  10  per  cent  of  a sattelites 
watt-hour  capability,  whereas  90 
per  cent  of  the  power 
requirements  are  provided  by 
solar  cells. 

And  what  happens  to  all  those 
old  satellites  which  are  no  longer 
operating  but  still  orbiting? 
“Apparently,”  said  Dr.  Bradley, 
“there  is  a very  slight  possibility 
of  collision,  something  like  one

In  addition  to  contributing  to 
the  beauty  and  tradition  of  BYU, 
these  objects  were  donated  to  the 
university  by  various  classes 
throughout  its’  history. 

Currently  the  senior  class  of 
1970  is  attempting  to  select  their 
gift  to  present  to  the  university  as 
a memento  of  their  years  at  BYU. 

According  to  Nathan  Coulter, 
chairman  of  the  senior  class  gift 
committee,  the  class  officers  have 
come  up  with  several  ideas  for  the 
gift.  These  ideas  include  a cabin  in 
the  mountains  near  Aspen  Grove, 
murals  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Auditorium  and  the  construction 
of  a patio  between  the  Richards 
P.E.  Bldg,  and  the  Fieldhouse. 

Further  ideas,  however,  for  the 
class  gift  selection  are  desired. 

An  airplane  called  Firebird, 
made  in  Canada,  capable  of  use  on 
land  or  water,  can  scoop  up  1 ,440 
gallons  of  water  in  15  seconds, 
then  carry  it  and  men  to  fight 
forest  fires. 


Suggestions  may  be  submitted  by 
any  member  of  the  student  body 
or  faculty  at  the  Main  Desk  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  or  placed  in  the 
suggestion  box  in  the  senior  class 
office  in  422  Wilkinson  Center 
beginning  today. 

Coulter  says  that  if  enough 
suggestions  are  submitted,  a class 
meeting  may  be  held  prior  to 
voting  to  talk  over  these  ideas. 

Senior  class  members  will  vote 
on  the  gift  of  their  choice  during 
an  election  in  the  first  week  of 
Decemher.  Throughout  the 
election,  there  will  be  a booth  in 
the  Reception  Center  picturing 
past  class  gifts  and  the  artists’ 
conceptions  of  possible  future 
gifts. 

“This  is  the  most  significant 
thing  done  the  entire  year,” 
explains  Coulter.  “It  will  involve 


approximately  $10,000  of  class 
funds.” 

Coulter  continued  to  explain 
that  the  funds  for  the  class  gifts 
are  taken  from  the  class  funds  to 


which  each  student  contributes  50 
cents  of  their  tuition  each 
semester.  Half  of  this  money  goes 
to  the  class  gift  fund  while  the 
other  is  spent  on  class  activities.
